Why was the 
SLS awesome? 563bhp 
trying to exit through the 
back tyres, that long bonnet 
and those iconic Back To The 
Future-style gullwing doors! 
Going on sale this autumn is 
this, the SLS AMG Roadster. 
Like the coupe, the Roadster 
was designed by a talented 
Brit fella called Mark Fetherston 
and features a folding roof that 



opens in 11 secon< 
drive (up to 31mph). You can 
order the triple-layer cloth-top 
in black, beige or lipstick red. 
Because of that convertible 
roof, there are no gullwing 
doors. Reinforced aluminium 
stops it wobbling like a 
salad-dodger's belly, so the 
Roadster weighs 1,660kg- 
40kg more than the coupe.

f you're looking for a quick 
way to win big in poker, 
multi-table tournaments 
(MTTs) are a great way to go.

It definitely pays to play tight 
early on. Wait until you've got 
a hand like a big pair before 
getting nasty, raising and 
re-raising before the flop. Don't 
be afraid to fold the rubbish early 
on - it's a marathon, not a sprint. 
Another way of netting some 
big early pots is to call the blinds 
with small pairs like 4-4, with 
the aim of hitting a "set" (three 
of a kind) on the flop. It might 
only happen around one in eight 
times but when it does come off, 
it's as close to guaranteed cash 
as you could hope for! 



Around ten per cent of the total 
players will win some cash in an 
MTT, but it won't be much to shout 
about unless you land a spot on 
the final table. That's where you'll 
find the serious cash, so your focus 
should be on amassing enough 
chips to go the distance, rather 
than cashing out early. If you've 
got a significant stack compared 
to the blinds, this is the stage 
where you want to start playing 
a lot of hands. This will help turn up 
the heat on your opponents, who 
won't offer much resistance unless 
they've got a really strong hand. 



Reaching the final table of 
a tournament is really what it's a 
about. You're now guaranteed 
a decent payout and, who knows, 
you might even win the lot! Make 
sure you take a good look at the 
payout sheet and remember the 
money can seriously jump for 
each position. But do bear in 
mind that the big money will 
always go to the first and second 
places. As more and more 
players are eliminated around 
you, it's aggression that's the 
name of the game. With the 
blinds getting pretty high, there 



are always going to be more than 
a few all-ins, but make sure you're 
the one raising more than calling 
and you'll give yourself every 
chance. Finally, keep those 
fingers firmly crossed. Even the 
professionals need a bit of luck 
to see them over the finish line!
